The principal 
cause for their failure is the false as­ 
sumption that quality of goods and fair­ 
ness of prices an*! of general terms arc 
sure to bring success. After a time—in 
some instances a long time- they dis­ 
cover that the foremost requirement I-, 
t he exercise of prudent caution in taking 
the initial step toward getting in tout? 
with business concerns. 
“ in large as well as small Scottish tirni.> 
and joint stock companies the manage­ 
ment. as a rule, is in lite bauds of o c 
person. As to companies (including co 
operative and all other societies < ngageb 
in business) division of authority is eve:, 
less frequently seen bere than in th*:

<t«* son." as In* irreverently calls it. 
M. 
B adaud, who w as so long at th** head 
of tin* laboratory of the Com m issariat, 
and ti iii so much to change for tin* b et­ 
ter the food of the F rench Army, is 
the author of this inform ation. 
Ile 
goes all the w a y back to the year 1574, 
th** year w hen H enry tin* Third came 
ill as king. 
For that m atter, the weight 
of the bread ration has not changed 
since la n d s the Fourteenth, nor its dis­ 
tribution in one double loaf every sec­ 
ond day. 
T he loaf is round and brown, nearly 
four inches thick ami over ten and a 
half inches across, w ith a regulation 
xx eight of a trill** over three pounds 
fix ** a u d a half ounces. This gives each 
luau. 'n his hand, to cut, break, c m ut 
bl**, eat; or w aste, as he chooses, con­ 
siderably over a pound and a half of 
bread a day, not counting over a half 
pound more of xx hit** b**ead. which is 
furnished him tinily for his soup. 
I lits 
extra bread for soup w as an idea of 
the great Napoleon, w ho looked out for 
the well-being of his men as far as ii** 
could. 
It should be added th a t each 
bran ball, w hich is quaintly called 
“ m unition” bread, has th** date of its 
baking stam ped iii the upper cru-t. 
T he F renchm an has alw ays been a 
bread-eating anim al, and be looks with 
a ma lenient at tin* E nglishm an s little 
wedge laid beside a plato Ion dial up 
xvitll m eat and fingered like a dainty. 
But M. Ba Ila lid says it is a m istake 
to give tw o days* ration at a time. 
F or sixteen years be has tried to bring 
in a daily ration in th e shape of a 
loug loaf, weighing just half as much 
as the present bran ball. 
I here was 
alw ays a grave objection tin* regim ent 
bakeries would have to be supplied 
with new bread baskets in which to 
m easure the exact am ount of dough. 
Some one has now discovered that a 
half-sized loaf can be baked in the old 
whole-sized baskets. 
T he experim ent 
has cast new and m arvellous light on 
hum an nature. 
W here th e new loaf, 
inst enough for one day, bas been in­ 
troduced. there is never any crum b 
or crust found throw n aw ay in the 
b arrack yards or cham bers the soldier 
eats it all up. 
But when lie b as to 
think a day ahead, as is the ease w ith 
th** regulation loaf. he w astes on the 
fir-t day. without heed that it will 
m ake him go hungry on the morrow. 
T h e French soldier's bread, iii spite 
of his irreverent nam e for it. is not 
the ordinary brow n or entire w heat 
bread; but it can als** never be called 
w hite broad. 
According to a medical 
report of this year. it is almost lh** 
ideal loaf for health and digestion. The 


and w ater!” 
Lieutenant of Police Tai 
Heyiiie prom ptly forbade the bakers 
of Baris to have anything m ore to do 
w ith yeast. 
T he people of F ran ce have rem ained 
docile through all revolutions to this 
edict of their old-time kings; and so did 
tin* Paris bourgeois until th e middle of 
th** last century. 
Then there cam e In 
w hat French bakers cull to this day 
“ Viennese panificatioii," w hich 
uses 
either artificial ferm ent or yeast from 
tin* grain distilleries; ami this is now 
everyw here found in cities for all th e 
finer bread of restaurants. 
Most A m er­ 
ican tourists never eat any other in 
Paris, aud so really never taste real 
F rench bread at all. 
If they would 
look over to th** table of some m iddle­ 
class native, they would often hear 
him ask for th** “pain <1** m enage” or 
home bread; and if they should be 
a s k e d to eat at his house they would 
almost certainly find tliisliomely looking 
loaf iii use. 
It is m ade of w hite flour, 
unlike tin* soldier’s bran ball; but it 
is not a compound of fine bleached 
flour puffed up witli 
patent 
yeast. 
Like tile brow n bread w hich counts 
in the m unitions of national defense, it 
Im* been m ade to ferm ent and rise by 
sour dough as venerable as F rance h er­ 
self. 
It Is the tru e French bread, no u r­ 
ishing the soldier, unknow n to the 
foreigner.

T he dough is m ade to ferm ent 
and rise in a spongy m ass by a leaven 
of sour dough saved for th** purpose 
from the previous batch, w hich w as 
m ade to ferm ent and rise aud sponge

Impression Among the Scot- 


tish People—Some 


Instances. 


Unite States Consul Fleming, at 


Edinburgh, explains the reasons for 
the numerous failures of foreign com- 
mercial travelers to effect satisfactory 
trade results in Scotland. He thinks it 
la due to unwarranted carelessness la 
ignoring certain fundamental rules that 
obtain with Scottish merchants. 


"It has been my observation," he 


writes, "that the average commercial 
traveler on his first trip to 
Scotland 


makes a bad start. It Is within bound* 
to say that six out of every ten American 
sales agents who have come to this coun- 
try ttave not sold enough goods in three 
months to cover the amount of tbelr ex- 
penses for that period. The principal 
cause for their failure is the false as- 
sumption that quality of goods and fair- 
ness of prices and of general terms are 
sure to bring success. After a time—in 
some instances "u long time—they dis- 
cover that the foremost requirement is 
the exercise of prudent caution in taking 
the Initial step toward getting in touch 
with business concerns. 


"In large as well as small Scottish firm.s 


and joint slock companies the manage- 
ment, as a rule, is in the hands of one 
person. As to companies (including co- 
operative and all 01 lier societies engaged 
in business) division of authority IB even 
less frequently seen here than in tho 
United States. Each has a single head, 
and subordinates have nothing to do 
with the affairs of the company except, 
to obey the instructions of their chief. 


"Take the case of a department store, 


The so-called heud of a department is 
merely the principal salesman in thai 
branch of the business. He does not pur 
chase for the firm or company, nor is ho 
authorized to act or speak for the firm or 
company in matters outside of his duty 
as principal salesman. These facts are 
supposed by the heads of concerns lo 
be universally known in trade circlet'.. 
and if a commercial traveler calls on the 
head of a department or invites him by 
letter to see goods in a hotel sample 
room, Instead of going directly to tin 
general manager, upon his subseque;.. 
introduction to the latter he finds bin.

An Historic RattoA Dating Back Many Centurles-The 


Problems of a Daily Baking Solved at Last* 


What Constitutes the True 


French Bread.

OMB very curious particu- 
lars have just been given 
to the world concerning the 
French soldier's bread nv, 


..=.. _„ tlon—his bran ball, "boule 
tie son," as he Irreverently calls It. M. 
Ballund, who was so long nt the head 
of the laboratory of the Commissariat, 
and did so much to change for the bet- 
ter the food of the French Army. Is 
the author of this information. 
He 


goes nit the way back to the year 1574, 
the year when Henry the Third cnine 
in as king. For that matter, the weight 
of the lii-end ration has not changed 
since Louis the Fourteenth, nor its dis- 
tribution In one double lonf every sec- 
ond day. 


The lonf is round nnd brown, nearly 


four Inches thick and over ten and a 
half indies across, with a regulation 
weight of n trifle over three pounds 
five and" n half ounces. This gives each 
man, in his band, to cut. break, crum- 
ble, eat. or waste, as he choose*, con- 
siderably over a pound and n half of 
bread a day. not counting over a half 
pound more of white bread, which is 
furnished him dally for his soup. This 
extra bread for soup was an Idea of 
the great Napoleon, who looked out for 
the well-being of his men as fnr as he 
could. 
It should be added that each 


bran ball, which is quaintly called 
"munition" bread, has the date of Us 
baking stamped in the upper crust. 


The Frenchman has always been n 


bread-eating animal, and he looks with 
amazement at the Englishman's little 
wedge laid beside a plate loaded up 
with meat and fingered like a dainty. 
But M. Holland says it Is n mistake 
to give two days' ration at n time. 
For sixteen years he has tried to bring 
in n dnily ration in the shape of n 
long lonf, weighing Just half as much 
as the present bran ball. There was 
always a grave objection-the regiment 
bakeries would have to be supplied 
with new bread baskets in which to 
measure the exact amount of dough. 
Some one hns now discovered thnt a 
half-sized U»f can be baked in the old 
whole-sized baskets. The experiment 
lias cast new and marvellous light on 
human nature. Where the new lonf, 
Just enough for one day. has been in- 
troduced, there is never any crumb 
or crust found thrown away In the 
barrack yards or chambers-the soldier 
eats it »11 up. 
But when he hns to 


think a day ahead, as is the case with 
the regulation loaf, he wastes tin the 
first day. 
without heed that it will 


make him go hungry on the morrow. 


The French soldier's bread, in spite 


of his irreverent name for It. Is not 
the ordinary brown or entire wheat 
bread- but It can nlso never be called 
white bread. 
According to n medlcnl 


report of this year, It is almost the 
Ideal lonf for health nnd digestion. The 
flour is bolted sufficiently fine (twenty 
per cent.) to exclude the cellulose husks 
which irritate the digestive tube in 
entire wheat, and also certain elements 
which corrupt the nutriment In flour 
when kept too long. 
With all this, 


such Is the snobbishness of mnn. even 
when a soldier, thnt those who have 
money enough from home-sons of 
property-holding bourgeois us distin- 
guished from young worklngmen and 
peasants-take pride In buying white 
bread at the canteen.

an Idea that the French Revi.lutIon 
ivroutd never have -happened if the 
French people had 
not 
universally 


strung up their nerves by taking to 
coffee. 
Perhaps the French soldier* 


bread explains the modest demands of 
his stomach, and why he has never lost 
a battle for lack of his breakfast 


There Is even n patriotic quality In 


this munition bread. 
It Is French 


bread In the true sense of bnkers, nnd 
not In thnt of tourists who imagine 
that all bread made In France must be 
French. The dough Is made to ferment 
nnd rise in a spongy mass by n leaven 
of sour dough saved for the purpose 
from the previous batch, which wns 
made to ferment and rise and sponge 
from yet another more previous, and so 
on back lo Charlemagne and Cloy is. 
Legitimate French 
bread, like the 


French legitimist nobility, has an un- 
interrupted French ancestry as old as 
France itself. 
Count Albert de Mnn 


has In hi* lineage Ixmls the Thirteenth 
and the old Counts of Navarre and then 
Olovis. 
The proud ferments of the 


French soldier's bread can count as far 
back In their exclusive bread line. 
Wherever you have the Irruption of 
venst from German beer, or of lea veil 
from parvenu grain fltatlllprleH, or of 
new-fangled chemical bffklng powders, 
you have not French bread in the gen- 
ulne nnd patriotic sense. 
- 


As to hops arid beer yeast, the at- 


tempt to use it once caused a riot; uud 
the voung King Louis the Fourteenth, 
In the year KM10, was obliged to order 
Ul* lieutenants of police to grapple with 
the question. He called a general as- 
sembly of all the doctors of Paris, but 
their disputes made 
the 
confusion 


worse confounded. Then he had the 
professors of the Faculty of Medicine 
make a two months' study of the mat- 
ter in both breweries nnd bakeries— 
a noteworthy example of experimental 
work organised by the pqllce when doc- 
tors are supposed lo have taken all 
their science from Galen, On the 17th 
of March, UKM. by forty-seven votes 
against thirty-three, the Paris faculty 
declared thnt French bread should be 
made ns H olwnys had been, been use 
"yeast from beer Is injurious to the 
human body on account ,of Its ftcrtd 
quality born of the rottenness of barley 


nnd witter!" Lieutenant of Tollce I^a 
Reynie promptly forbade the bakers

of ParlR to have anything more to do 
with yeast. 


The people of France have remained 


docile through ujl revolutions to this 
edict of their old-time kings; and so did 
the. Paris bourgeois until the middle .of 
the last century. Then there came in 
what French bnkers call to this dny 
"Viennese pnnincutloii," which uses 
either artificial ferment or yeast from 
the grain distilleries; and thin is now 
everywhere found in cities for all the 
ttner bread pj! restaurants. Most Amer- 
ican tourists never eat any other in 
Paris, nnd so really never taste real 
French bread at all. If they would 
look over to the table of somo middle- 
class native, they would often hear 
him ask for the "pain do menage" or 
home bread; and If they nhould be 
asked to eat nt Ills house they would 
almost, certainly find thlshomely looking 
loaf In use. It is made of white flour, 
unlike the soldier's bran bull; but it 
Is not a compound of flue blenched 
flour puffed up with 
patent 
yenst. 


Like the brown bread which counts 
in the munitions of national ^defense, it 
has been made to ferment and rise by 
sour dough as venerable as France her- 
self. It Is the true French bread, nour- 
ishing the soldier, unknown to the 
foreigner.—New York Post.

water and th« rclnette. 


John Winihrop is usually held re- 


sponsible for the introduction of the 
apple into the New World. But as n 
matter of fact when Wlnthrop anch- 
ored off Cape Ann the recluse Black- 
stone already had apple trees growing 
about his cabin at Shawmut Neck. 
Some of the best of American apple* 
were brought over by the Huguenots 
who settled In Flushing, L. 1.. In 1000. 
and planted there, among others, the 
pomme roynle or spice apple.—Chicago 
Chronicle.

thousand, crying for the blood of 
Father Stefanowica, pastor of 
the Lutheran Roman Catholic 
Church of thePtovidence of God, 
attacked the panth house, shat- 
tered the windows ind front door 
and battled savagely for nearly 
an hour with a fon f of over one 
hundred policomen 


The riot was the ie*ult of op- 


position of a large faction of the 
church to the pi lest and to the 
two new trustee-* iccently ap- 
pointed by Aichbishop Quigley 


tinder the i Jles recently adopted 
by the Chicago Synod of the Ro- 
manCatholic Church. 


The dissension, among the mem- 


bers of the congregation culmi- 
nated in violence during the Sun- 
day services.

Pursued by the worshippers,

Unite States Consul Fleming, at 


Edinburgh, explains the reasons for 
the numerous failures of foreign com- 
mercial travelers to effect satisfactory 
trade results in Scotland.

The principal 
cause for their failure Is the false as- 
sumption that quality of goods and fair- 
ness of prices and of general terms are 
sure to bring success. After a time—in 
some instances u long time—they dis- 
cover that the foremost requirement Is 
I he exercise of prudent caution in taking 
the initial step toward getting in touch 
with business concerns. 


"In large as well as small Scottish firms 


and joint slock companies the manage- 
ment, as a rule, is in the hands of oiu 
person. As to companies (including co- 
operative and all other s,ucieiies engage^ 
in business) division of authority is even 
less frequently seen here than In tho 
United States. Each has a single head 
and subordinates have nothing to do 
with the affairs of the company excepi 
to obey the instructions of their chief.

The so-called head of a department is 
merely the principal salesman in thai 
branch of the business, lie does not pin 
chase for the firm or company, nor is ho 
authorized to act or speak for the firm 01 
company in matters outside of his dutx 
as principal salesman.

THE FRENCH ARMY LOAF, 


An Historic RattoA Dating Back Many Centurles-The 


Problems of a Daily Baking Solved at Last* 


What Constitutes the True 


French Bread. 


SAVING A COMHADE 


Athens. Greece, hns many nu> build-

OMB very curious particu- 
lars have just been given 
to the world concerning the 
French soldier's bread nv, 


..=.. _„ tlon—his bran ball, "boule 
tie son," as he Irreverently calls It. M. 
Ballund, who was so long nt the head 
of the laboratory of the Commissariat, 
and did so much to change for the bet- 
ter the food of the French Army. Is 
the author of this information. 
He 


goes nit the way back to the year 1574, 
the year when Henry the Third cnine 
in as king. For that matter, the weight 
of the lii-end ration has not changed 
since Louis the Fourteenth, nor its dis- 
tribution In one double lonf every sec- 
ond day. 


The lonf is round nnd brown, nearly 


four Inches thick and over ten and a 
half indies across, with a regulation 
weight of n trifle over three pounds 
five and" n half ounces. This gives each 
man, in his band, to cut. break, crum- 
ble, eat. or waste, as he choose*, con- 
siderably over a pound and n half of 
bread a day. not counting over a half 
pound more of white bread, which is 
furnished him dally for his soup. This 
extra bread for soup was an Idea of 
the great Napoleon, who looked out for 
the well-being of his men as fnr as he 
could. 
It should be added that each 


bran ball, which is quaintly called 
"munition" bread, has the date of Us 
baking stamped in the upper crust. 


The Frenchman has always been n 


bread-eating animal, and he looks with 
amazement at the Englishman's little 
wedge laid beside a plate loaded up 
with meat and fingered like a dainty. 
But M. Holland says it Is n mistake 
to give two days' ration at n time. 
For sixteen years he has tried to bring 
in n dnily ration in the shape of n 
long lonf, weighing Just half as much 
as the present bran ball. There was 
always a grave objection-the regiment 
bakeries would have to be supplied 
with new bread baskets in which to 
measure the exact amount of dough. 
Some one hns now discovered thnt a 
half-sized U»f can be baked in the old 
whole-sized baskets. The experiment 
lias cast new and marvellous light on 
human nature. Where the new lonf, 
Just enough for one day. has been in- 
troduced, there is never any crumb 
or crust found thrown away In the 
barrack yards or chambers-the soldier 
eats it »11 up. 
But when he hns to 


think a day ahead, as is the case with 
the regulation loaf, he wastes tin the 
first day. 
without heed that it will 


make him go hungry on the morrow. 


The French soldier's bread, in spite 


of his irreverent name for It. Is not 
the ordinary brown or entire wheat 
bread- but It can nlso never be called 
white bread. 
According to n medlcnl 


report of this year, It is almost the 
Ideal lonf for health nnd digestion. The 
flour is bolted sufficiently fine (twenty 
per cent.) to exclude the cellulose husks 
which irritate the digestive tube in 
entire wheat, and also certain elements 
which corrupt the nutriment In flour 
when kept too long. 
With all this, 


such Is the snobbishness of mnn. even 
when a soldier, thnt those who have 
money enough from home-sons of 
property-holding bourgeois us distin- 
guished from young worklngmen and 
peasants-take pride In buying white 
bread at the canteen. 
Mlehelp 
hud 


an Idea that the French Revi.lutIon 
ivroutd never have -happened if the 
French people had 
not 
universally 


strung up their nerves by taking to 
coffee. 
Perhaps the French soldier* 


bread explains the modest demands of 
his stomach, and why he has never lost 
a battle for lack of his breakfast 


There Is even n patriotic quality In 


this munition bread. 
It Is French 


bread In the true sense of bnkers, nnd 
not In thnt of tourists who imagine 
that all bread made In France must be 
French. The dough Is made to ferment 
nnd rise in a spongy mass by n leaven 
of sour dough saved for the purpose 
from the previous batch, which wns 
made to ferment and rise and sponge 
from yet another more previous, and so 
on back lo Charlemagne and Cloy is. 
Legitimate French 
bread, like the 


French legitimist nobility, has an un- 
interrupted French ancestry as old as 
France itself. 
Count Albert de Mnn 


has In hi* lineage Ixmls the Thirteenth 
and the old Counts of Navarre and then 
Olovis. 
The proud ferments of the 


French soldier's bread can count as far 
back In their exclusive bread line. 
Wherever you have the Irruption of 
venst from German beer, or of lea veil 
from parvenu grain fltatlllprleH, or of 
new-fangled chemical bffklng powders, 
you have not French bread in the gen- 
ulne nnd patriotic sense. 
- 


As to hops arid beer yeast, the at- 


tempt to use it once caused a riot; uud 
the voung King Louis the Fourteenth, 
In the year KM10, was obliged to order 
Ul* lieutenants of police to grapple with 
the question. He called a general as- 
sembly of all the doctors of Paris, but 
their disputes made 
the 
confusion 


worse confounded. Then he had the 
professors of the Faculty of Medicine 
make a two months' study of the mat- 
ter in both breweries nnd bakeries— 
a noteworthy example of experimental 
work organised by the pqllce when doc- 
tors are supposed lo have taken all 
their science from Galen, On the 17th 
of March, UKM. by forty-seven votes 
against thirty-three, the Paris faculty 
declared thnt French bread should be 
made ns H olwnys had been, been use 
"yeast from beer Is injurious to the 
human body on account ,of Its ftcrtd 
quality born of the rottenness of barley 


nnd witter!" Lieutenant of Tollce I^a 
Reynie promptly forbade the bakers

of ParlR to have anything more to do 
with yeast. 


The people of France have remained 


docile through ujl revolutions to this 
edict of their old-time kings; and so did 
the. Paris bourgeois until the middle .of 
the last century. Then there came in 
what French bnkers call to this dny 
"Viennese pnnincutloii," which uses 
either artificial ferment or yeast from 
the grain distilleries; and thin is now 
everywhere found in cities for all the 
ttner bread pj! restaurants. Most Amer- 
ican tourists never eat any other in 
Paris, nnd so really never taste real 
French bread at all. If they would 
look over to the table of somo middle- 
class native, they would often hear 
him ask for the "pain do menage" or 
home bread; and If they nhould be 
asked to eat nt Ills house they would 
almost, certainly find thlshomely looking 
loaf In use. It is made of white flour, 
unlike the soldier's bran bull; but it 
Is not a compound of flue blenched 
flour puffed up with 
patent 
yenst. 


Like the brown bread which counts 
in the munitions of national ^defense, it 
has been made to ferment and rise by 
sour dough as venerable as France her- 
self. It Is the true French bread, nour- 
ishing the soldier, unknown to the 
foreigner.—New York Post.

Tb« 
apple Is a fruit of long descent Amow 
the ruins of the Swiss lake dwellers 
ore found remains of small seed ap^ 
pies which show the seed vaWes and 
the grains of flesh. Tlie crab apple 1* 
a native of Britain, uud was the stock 
on which were graf ted the choicest va- 
rieties when brought from Europe. 
chiefly France. 
Apples of some sort 


were abundant before the conquest, 
and hud been Introduced probably by 
the Homans. Yet often as Snxon man- 
uscripts speak of apples and elder 
there is no mention of named varie- 
ties before 
the thirteenth 
century.

Kleunor, wife of Simon De Mont fort, 
apples and pours are entered. In th« 
year 1280 the royal fruiterer to Edward 
I.. presents a bill for apples, pears, 
quinces, medlars and nuts.

believed to be seedlings, hence called 
from the pips or seeds, are said not to 
have been grown in England before 
ir>2.">. 
The exact Drayden, writing of 


the orchards of Kent at that period, 
can name only the apple, the orange, 
the-russpan, the sweeting, the pome 
water and th« rclnette. 


John Winihrop is usually held re- 


sponsible for the introduction of the 
apple into the New World. But as n 
matter of fact when Wlnthrop anch- 
ored off Cape Ann the recluse Black- 
stone already had apple trees growing 
about his cabin at Shawmut Neck. 
Some of the best of American apple* 
were brought over by the Huguenots 
who settled In Flushing, L. 1.. In 1000. 
and planted there, among others, the 
pomme roynle or spice apple.—Chicago 
Chronicle.
